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1, <A group of Montenegrin Cominformists from Tuze are now living in the Volga 
Hotel in Tirana. The Group indludes the following Yugoslavs:

2. The leader of the group is Velisa Lekevic, a member of the Albanian Intelli- 
gence Service who is training the members for Cominformist propazanda work 
in Yugoslavia. 


5. One group of ten men recently trained by Lekovic (date umknown) made a 15-day 
trip into Montenegro to distribute Propaganda tracts. While recrossing the 
Yugoslav frontier into Albania, they were surprised by Yugoslav border guards 
and, in the ensuing gun battle, ome border guard was killed While the Comin- 
formists had one killed and one wounded. The group wus foresad to leave the 
body of the dead man, a certain Ljubisa Ivanovic,*in Yugoslav territory. 


4. When the remainder of the group reached Tirana, they were debriefed by Velisa 
Lekovic and an Albanian Officer, Mehmed Seha*$ who reprimanded them for leaving 
the body in Yugoslav territory as it would give the Yugoslavs proof of Albanian 
clandestine activity. A manber of the group, Djamaj, who actually works for the 
Yugoslav Army, revealed the border erossing point to the Yugoslav authorities. 


5. Another group of 16 Yugoslav Cominformists is enploysd on an irrigation project 
connected with the Skumin (Shkumbi--?) River. Thig project, which is under the 
direction of Albanian and Soviet officers, will permit the irrication of cer~ 
tain farm lend which is used to grow vegetables for the Albanian Army. The 


group also receives instruction in propaganda tactics and occasionally members 
are used for missions into Yugoslavia. 
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I a Se oe ae It is not known whether either of these two men 
has any connection with Pero Ivanovic, formerly President of the 
Supreme Court of Montenegro,who has been active in Anti-Yugoslav 
propaganda since his flight to Albania after the Tito-Cominforn dispute.
